Just beyond 
is a bridge over the canal. 
The sides of this 


bridge it has been lately ascertained are not 
far enough apart to allow the wider modern 
cars to pass between them in safety. 
It is 


now absolutely imperative that the bridgu 
be wideued iu order lo accommodate the 
handling of certain cars and for the safety 
of the passengers. 
If the bridge is widened 


and the tracks spread fuithcr apart, then 
they must also be spread at the crossing to 
secure perfect alignment. This is the nar- 
rowest bridge ou the division and if a car 
attached to a passenger train should strike 
and bo wrecked, hundreds of people would 
undoubtedly be killed. Several cars bave 
scraped the bridge. 
Modern oars are being 


continually widened. 


Superintendent Lewis T. Ford, who has 


charge of the work of widening the tracks, 
stated that the safety of passengers made it 
imperative that the bridge should be wid- 
eued. 
The work at the Mill street crossing 


could be completed iu.two hours, and the 
approaches graded up in a day. 


Several other expurt engineers of the road 


testified to the absolute necessity for widen- 
ing the tracks, and liow very little it would 
aflect the approaches 
at the Mill street 


crossing. 


Judge Yerkes then made the following 01- 


der, which counsel on both sides stated was 
entirely satisfactory lo them : 


Aud now, to wit, February 3, 1897, after 


necessary testimony and argument, it is or- 
.dered and decreed, 
that 
an injunction 


prayed for be refused, but that the defend-

STOP, LOOIC, LISTEN. 


Rule Ifar lllcj-< h i« ill Kullroiul Ci 


The Supreme Court in an opinion filed 


by Justice Mitchell says thut the rule re 
quiring a pedestrian to slop, look and lislen 
before crossing railroad tracks must be ob- 
served by bicyclers. 


The facts of the case in whicli the decision 


was rendered were as follows : 


On October 21, 18U3, James A. B. Kolierl- 


son while riding a bicjcle was struck and 
killed by a Iraiu of (ho Pennsylvania Knil- 
road Company at the South strcel grade 
crossing, Morrisville, Bucks county. 
His 


widow, Marion Robertson, brought suit 01: 
behalf of herself and children to recover 
damages against, tho railroad company in 
Common 1'leas Court No. 2. 
When the 


case came on for trial President Judge 
Pounypackor entered a nonsuit on the 
ground of contributory negligence on (lie 
part of the deceased. 
Au appeal was (hen 


taken to the Sepremo Court, and it was upon 
this appeal that the decision was roudurud. 


Justice Mitchell says : 
'-The facts in re- 


gard to the decedent's iiegligeuco are no1 


disputed. 
He was riding a bicycle, and 


when he came to defendant's road, which at 
that point had four tracks, a Ireight train 
was passing, for which he had to wait, lie 
did not dismount, but m*lo what the appel- 
lant calls a 'bicycle stop,' by circling on his 
wheel round and rouud at a distance from 
five to ten yards from the tracks, and when 
the freight, train had passed he started across 
without dismounting and was struck by a 
train coming in the opposite direction on 
another track. 
Passing by tho questions 


raised as to ability lo see the coming train 
from other points, it is admitted that before 
reaching a position of actual danger there 
was a space of not less than seven feet be- 
tween the toolhouse and tho nearest track, 
from which an unobstructed veiw of the 
train could have been had. It was the 
duty of tho deceased lo stop there and dis- 
mount, in order to make his stop effective 
for the purpose of looking and listening. 
The real contention of the appellant is embod- 
ied in the proposition (hat the circling round 
and round constituted a legal as well as a 
"bicycler's stop." 
No such proposition can 


be entertained fora moment,

dents by broken gearing, or steep grade or 
other casualty wliich will require a mollifi- 
cation of the application of such rule, but 
these cases will be exceptional aud must be 
decided on thoir own facts when they arise. 
The general rule to be applied requires that 
a bicycler must dismount, or at least bring' 
his wheel to such a stop as will enable him 
lo look up aud down Ihe track and listen in 
the manner required of a pedestrian. 
Il is 


plain tkal the deceased in the present case 
did not do this, and that las failure to do it 
was an efficient element of the unfortunate 
accident by which he lojlliis life. Judgincul 
affirmed."

There aro immense 
stones on every side of the visitor to this 
ancient pile of ruins, but the three most 
remarkable blocks—said to be the largest 
e(vor used in the construction of u building 
—areiu a wall back'of the Temple of Baul.

(53 and 02 feet in length and each is 13 
feet in thickness, but the most wonderful 
thing iu connection wich them is the fact 
that they are at a place in the wall 35 feet 
from tho ground.

A VOLCANIC BUBBLE. 


An Extraordinary Freak of Nature Nonr 


HID Mexican City of Puebla. 


The Rev. IT. S. Bortaiu of Puebla writes 


as follows: "It may bo of interest to some 
of tho readers of The Herald who visi 
Puebla to know of ono of tho less visitet 
attractions in tho vicinity of ths City of 
the Angela. I refer to the Coxoomate. It 
Is about 20 minutes distant from Puebla 
over tho street ear line to Cholula. Any 
street car conductor can point it out to the 
curiosity seeker. It is to the right of the. 
car line about 500 yards distant. 


M It looks from tho car window to be a 


pile of white stones or a well bleached hay- 
stack, but upon closer Inspection proves 
to be a tumulus of white calcareous stone 
evidently of water formation, about 50 feet 
in height and 100 feet in diameter at the 
base. 
Tho form Is that of a truncated 


cone. At the apex is an elliptical shaped 
opening, about 25 feet along the minor and 
50 feet along the major axis. It Is a bell 
shaped cavity and lined with ferns of va- 
rious descriptions. 
I should judge the 


depth to bo at least 100 feet, and at the 
bottom, so far as risible, the opening must 
bo CO feet in diameter. In the bottom on 
one side are to be seen some gorgeous ferns 
and on the other side a pool of water. 


"Tradition says that the ancient Aztecs 


were accustomed to worship here the genius 
of tho spot and occasionally threw In a live 
victim to appease his subterranean majesty. 
It is also said that a few victims of the in- 
quisition were thrown down here to reflect 
upon tho controverted points of doctrine. 
At all events, it is a most singular freak 
of nature, as it is in the middle of a level 
plain, or rather a barley field. It looks to. 
have been soino volcanic bubble, of which 
Hie Mexican upland is so full, and is well 
Worth a visit on the part of tho curious.

fice— a man who had grown middle aged

A I tohlBon's" Treaties and Stfnnuds'* back- 
ward in bis sloop. What he did with bis 
stored knowledge only the secretary know, 
«nd ho naturally would not publish the 
news abroad. This man's name was Wroas- 
ley, and it was the shibboleth, In those 
days, to s«y, " WroHsley knows more about 
the contra! Indian states than any living 
inan." If you did not say this, you wore 
iioiiBlclorod one of moan understanding. 


Anil hero the curse of Anglo-Iudian life 


foil heavily. When Wressley lifted up ills 
voico and Kpokoubout nuohand suoh a suo- 
(osslon to such and Huch a throne, tho for- 
cilgn office, was silent, and heads of de- 
partments repeated the lust two or three 
words of Wrcsflloy's sentences and tucked 
"Yos,yoB," on to thorn and know that they 
wore "usHistingtho empire to grapplo with 
wirious political contingencies. " Inmost 
big undertakings one or two men do the 
work, while the rest sit near and talk till 
the rlpo decorations Iwgln to fall. 


Wroislcy was tho working member of 


tho foreign office firm, and to keep him 
up to his duties when ho showed signs of 
flagging, he was made much of by his su- 
periors and told what a floe fellow he was. 
Ho did not require coaxing because ho 
was of tough build, but what ho received 
confirmed him In the belief that, there was 
no one quite so absolutely and imperative- 
ly necessary to the stability of India as 
Wresslcy of tho foreign office. There might 
bo othor good men, but the known, honor- 
ed and trusted man among inon was Wress- 
ley of tbo foreign office. 


Upon a day, between offloe and office, 


groat trouble oame to Wressloy — ovar- 
whulmod him, .knocked him down and left 
him gnsplng as though he had been a lit- 
tle schoolboy. Without reason, against 
prudence and at a moment's notice he 
fell in love with a frivolous, golden haired 
girl who used to tear about Simla mall on 
u high, rough walor, with a blue velvet 
Jockey cup crammed over her cyee.

Providence, however, had care of Wress- 


loy. Ho wag Iminonsoly struck with Miss 
Vonner'a intelligence. He would have 
boon more Impressed had he heard her pri- 
vate mill confidential accounts of his calls. 
Ho held peculiar notions as to the wooing 
of girls. Ho said tlmt tho beat work of a 
iiiaii'n caroor should be laid reverently at 
their feet. Buskin writes something like 
this Homowhero, I think, but In ordinary 
life a few kisses are butter and save time. 


About a month after he had lost his 


heart to Miss Vonuer, and had been doing 
his work vilely In consequence, the first 
Idea of his "Native Bole In Central India" 
struck Wressloy and filled him with joy. 
It was, as ho sketched it, a great thing — 
the work of his life — a really comprehen- 
sive survey of n most fascinating subject— 
to bo written with all tho special and la 
borlously acquired knowledge of Wreasley 
of tbo foreign oflico— a gift fit for an em 
press. 


Ho told Miss Venner that he was going 


to take leava and hoped, on his return, to 
bring her a present worthy of her accept- 
ance. Would she wait? Certainly she would. 
Wressley drew 1,700 rupees u.month. She 
would wait a year for that. Her mamma 
would help her to wait. 


So \Vrossloy took one year's leave and all 


tho available documents — about a truck- 
lend — that ho could lay hands on, and wont 
down to con trill India with his notion hot 
In his head. Ho began his book In the land 
lie was writing or. Too mucn omcial cor- 
respondence had made him a frigid work- 
man, 
and he must have guessed that he 


needed the white light of local color on 
his palotto. This is a dangerous paint for 
amateurs to play with. 


Hoavono, how that man worked! He 


caught his rajnhs, analyzed his rajahs and 
traced them up Into the mists of time and 
beyond, with tholr queens and their con 
cubbies. He dated and cross dated, pedi- 
greed and triple pedigreed, compared, 
noted, connoted, wove, strung, sorted, te- 
leotert, Inferred, calendared and counter 
calendared for ten hours a dny. And be- 
cause thin sudden and new light of love 
was upon him he turned those dry bones 
of history and dirty records of misdeeds in- 
to things to weep or to laugh over as he 
pleased. His heart and sonl were at the 
end of his pen, and they got Into the Ink. 
He wns dowered with sympathy, Insight, 
humor and stylo for 230 days and nights, 
and his book was a book. He had his vast 
special knowledge with him, so to speak, 
but tho spirit, the woven In human touch, 
the poetry and the power of the output 
wore beyond all gpoclal knowledge. But I 
doubt whether be knew the gift that was 
in him then, and thus he may have lost 
norao happiness. He was toiling for Tilllo 
Vonnor, not for himself. Men often do 
tholr best work blind for some one else's 
sake. 


Also— though this has nothing to do 


with the story — in India, whare every one 
knows ovory one else, yon can watch men 
being driven by tho women who govern 
them out of the rank and file and sent to 
take up points alone. A good man onoe 
started goes forward, bntan average man 
BO soon as tho w-nan loses interest ID his 
success us a tnuntetoher power, comes 
back to tho battalion and Is no more heart 
of. 


Wressley bore the first copy of his book 


to Simla, and, blushing and stammering 
presented It to Miss Venner. She read a 
little of it 
I give her review verbatim 


"Oh, your book? It's all aboiit^boso how 
wld Wiijuhs. I didn't understand it." 


WresHley of tho foreign office was broken 


smashed — I am not exaggerating — by thii 
one frivolous little girl. All that he couh 
say feebly was: "But — but It's my mag 
num opus! The work of. my life. " Miss 
Vonnor did not know what magnum opu 
rueant, but she knew that Captain Ker 
rington had won three races at the laa 
Gymkhana. Wressley didn't press bor tc 
wait for him any longer. He had seni 
enough for that. 


Then came the reaction after the year'i' 


strain, and Wressley went back to the for- 
eign office and bis "vfnjahs," a compiling, 
gazctteering, report writing hack, who 
would have been dear at 300 rupees a 
month. He abided by Miss Venner's re- 
view, which prove* that the inspiration 
In tho book was purely temporary and un- 
connected with himself. Nevertheless ha 
bad no right to sink In a hill tarn five 
packing ca«ja, brought up at enorjaouv ex- 


ponsc from 'Bombay, ot the best book of 
Indmn history over written, 


When he sold off before retiring, some 


yearf lator, I was turning over bis shelves 
and came across the only existing copy of 
"NailveBule In Contra! India" — the copy 
that Wins Venner could not understand, I 
read It sitting on his mulo trunks us long 
as the light lasted and offered him his own 
price for It. Ho looked over my shoulder 
for a few pages and said to himself drear- 
ily:"Now, how In tbo world did I come to 
writo such d -- d good stuff as that?"

The writer has during the intervals of

The United States Should Have a Good 


Representation at the Exponltlon. 


It appears thut the secretary of state has 


»ent several communications to congress, 
both formal and informal, requesting an 
appropriation of $850,000 as the first In- 
stallment to pay the expense of the proper 
representation of the United States at the 
Paris exposition of 1900, tho authority for 
the appointment of a commissioner general 
and staff of assistants, but no action has 
been taken. It is probable that the sundry 
civil appropriation bill will contain tho 
necessary provisions. It will not go into 
effect until after President MoKlnley's in- 
auguration and will therefore not inter- 
fere with the aspirations of Republican 
candidates for the appointment. 


Nearly all of the great nations of the 


earth have already appointed their com- 
missions, have had space reserved in the 
buildings ut Paris and begun the prepara- 
tion of their exhibits. But the United 
States is usually last on these occasions 
and attends to such things in a hurry. 


At the last Paris exposition this govern- 


ment did not get in an application until 
nearly all the space was awarded, and 
therefore' our exhibits wore scattered all 
over the grounds, in the most inconvenient 
and inaccessible places. The European 
governments spend yoars in preparation in 
order to have "their exhibits complete and 
symmetrical, and, realizing the importance 
of such expositions to their oommecrial 
and industrial interests, they grant liberal 
appropriations and appoint their ablest 
men, 
in order that the arts, industries and 


commerce of their people may be illustrat- 
ed in tho best manner possible. 


The United States has never had an op- 


portunity to show what we can do at a for- 
eign exposition. Tho commissioner gen- 
eral has never bad time to make adequate 
preparations. He has always been so lira, 
ited in funds that he could not do the 
country justice. There are yet three years 
before tho opening of the exposition, and if 
on appropriation is made and commission- 
ers are appointed at once after the inaug- 
uration of Major McKinloy it will be pos- 
sible to do better at Paris in 1900 than in 
1889.—William E. Curtis in Chicago Bee- 
ord.

Tired Occupants. 


The question of hand shaking at presi- 


dential receptions springs up with new en- 
ergy about the time of a new president's in- 
auguration. Somebody takes upon himself 
to say that Mrs. McKinley intends to sit 
In a rocking chair holding a bunch of roses 
in her lap during these White House func- 
tions. Whatever she may now intend, she 
will do nothing of that sort, unless some- 
body can invent a machine or suggest a 
method for satisfying the deal- public in 
some other way than by the time honored 
pump handle exercise. 


Wo offer this plan: Have an electric bat- 
tery in the reception room. Let the presi- 
dent and his wife either stand or sit, as 
they choose, or do tho one and the other 
alternately. Let them maintain a contact 
with tho battery, holding each other's 
hand. Then let the butler, the coachman, 
the footman, tho head cook, the chamber- 
maid, the nursery governess and other em- 
ployees of tho presidential mansion take 
turns in shaking hands with the public, 
being careful all the while when pressing 
the palm of a visiting statesman with the 
right hand to maintain a MoKinley hand 
grasp with the loft. In that way every 
participant In the reception will receive au 
electric shook that can be warranted to 
have in the course of its progress thrilled 
the nerves and emanated from the person 
of President and Mrs. McKiuley. 


If the electrical energy is kept sufficient- 


ly mild, the distinguished host and hostess 
will experience no ill effects. 
They will 


be relieved from the intolerable burden of 
shaking innumerable hands, and doubtless 
every one who attends a White House re- 
ception will be pleased and gratified.—Bos- 
ton Advertiser.

The Legoineter to Measure the Stepg of 


Pedestrians.

S»y« It In an Unfailing Remedy For Con- 


sumption If Administered In tlio Early 
Stages of the CI»tano—Experiment* Be- 
ing Made In St. Luke'r) Hospital. 


The unusual interest taken by physi- 


cians and the public in tho treatment of 
pulmonary tuberculosis, or consumption, 
as it is commonly called, will be increased 
by the news that serum has been disuov- 
ered which, it is declared, will prore'an, 
absolute cure for the disease in its early 
stages and will greatly benefit patients and 
arrest the progress of the disease in its ad- 
vanced forms. The serum is the discovery 
of Professor Maragliano of Genoa, Italy. 
A small quantity was brought to this 
country, and the physicians of St. Luke's 
hospital began expfjrimonts with it a week 
ago. 


The serum is obtained from the blood 


of horses which have been inoculated with 
the tuberculosis germ in small quantities 
and continued under this treatment for 
several months. Its effect is to produce In 
the blood of the horse some quality of re- 
sistance to tho disease which when intro- 
duced into the human system strengthens 
the resiting power. The serum theory is 
therefore exactly opposite to the theory of 
vaccination, which introduces the^germs 
of the disease itself into the system, and 
by producing the disease in a mild form 
renders tho body Impervious to its further 
attacks. 


Only a small quantity of the serum has 


reached this country, about 200 cubic een- 
tlmetors in all. Part of this quantity was 
imported for St. Luke's hospital, but the 
greater part was presented to the hospital 
by G. "W. Wupperman, Professor MaragH- 
ano's agent. The serum as at present man- 
ufactured is espensive, each centimeter be- 
ing worth about $20. 


On account of the small quantity of the 


serum available, only two patients have 
been selected for the experiment at St. 
Luke's, and assurances have been obtained 
from thom that they will remain in the 
hospital long enough to give the remedy a 
fair test. The claim is not made for tho 
serum that it acts quickly. Constant treat- 
ment for at least two or three months is re- 
quired to produce any definite results, and 
it should bo continued for a year to effect 
a complete euro. 


Professor Maragliano is modest in his 


claims for his remedy. He does not expect 
to effect a cure except in the early stages of 
the disease. When it has advanced far 
enough to produce lesions of tho tissues, or 
cavities, he does not believe that a cure can 
be effected. He thinks, however, that the 
progress of the disease can be arrestedv 
The reason for this is that tho serum is 


fatal to only one germ, the tubercle bacil- 
lus, which alone is present in. tt,,-early 
stages of phthisis, bxit in the more ad- 
vanced stages several other bacilli which 
are classed under the general name of pyo- 
genie, or pus producing germs, are present, 
on which the antitubercular serum has no 
effect. The removal of the tubercle bacilli, 
however, is distinctly beneficial and leaves 
the patient with more energy to resist the 
ravages of those that are left, it is urged. 


The serum is administered hypodermical- 


ly in doses of one cubic centimeter daily. 
In St. Luke's the injection is made in the 
tissues of the back. This is the part of the 
body recommended by Professor Mnrag- 
liano because of the thickness of the tissues 
there and their freedom from small blood 
vessels, which might be pierced by the 
hypodermic syringe. 


While it is too early yet to observe any 


decided benefit, the experiments have gone 
far enough to demonstrate that no ill ef- 
fects follow tho application of the remedy, 
the physicians say. There is no feverish 
reaction and no local irritation or inflam- 
mation as occurs in the administration of 
some other remedies of a similar nature. 


The hospital authorities do not consider 


that the two patients under treatment will 
afford a satisfactory test, as manv patients 
have improved under the old treatment 
with creosote and many even under the 
Improved conditions of food and hygiene 
accompanying hospital treatment, without 
the aid of drugs or medicines. If the pa- 
tients under treatment show any marked 
improvement, a large quantity of the 
serum will be imported and experiments 
will be made on a scale sufficiently exten- 
sive to enable definite deductions to be 
mode as to its efficacy. 


During tho treatment with Maragliano's 


serum all other specific treatments are sus- 
pended, but every effort is made to build 
up the strength and improve the bodily 
condition of the patients by the adminis- 
tration of cod liver oil, glyeero phosphates 
and nourishing food. 


One of the staff of St. Luke's hospital, 


in describing the effects of the remedy, 
said: 
'' The best recommendation we ean give 


it is that it does for the patient in this 
climate what the climate of the Adiron- 
daoks, Arizona or New Mexico docs for 
him. It increases his power of resistance 
to the disease and enables him to throw it 
off. Consumption is a disease which differs 
from nearly all others in this respect. The 
bacilli of phthisis are everywhere. I ven- 
ture to say that if the sputum of most 
jiealthy persons was examined some of the 
bacilli would be found in it, but this does 
not signify by any means that the person 
from whom it is tak™ is condemned. It 
is only when the power of resistance leaves 
us that we succumb to the disease and the 
bacilli multiply. I have no doubt that I 
breathe thousands of the n every day in 
the hospital, but I hove the r ower of throw- 
Ing them off, and they do not multiply.' 
When the conditions are right in the hu- 
man body for this propagation and the 
system is weakened, then a case of ,con- 
sumption develops. That is tho value of 
Maragliano's serum. It restores the power 
of resistance, which has been lost by the 
patient, and enables him to fight the dis- 
ease." 


Experiments in the same line are also 


being made in this country by Dr. Paquin 
of St. Louis, who has not, however, pro- 
duced any of the serum yet. Its manufac- 
ture is a slow process, the animals from 
which it Is obtained being kept under 
treatment for three or four months.—New 
York Herald.

The Election of Judges. 


Ex-President Harrison writes of "The 


Judicial Department of the Government" 
In The Ladies' Homo Journal, and says 
with reference to the general mode of se- 
lecting judges in the majority of states: 
"There has been much discussion as to the 
proper tenure for the judicial office, and 
tho tendency, as expressed" in the later 
state constitutions, has been in favor of 
limited terms. The earlier state constitu- 
tions gave tho appointment ot the judges 
to the governor or the legislature, but 
along with tho demand for limited terms 
for the judges came another for their elec- 
tion by tho people, and in a majority of 
the states they are now nominated in tho 
party conventions and elected by popular 
vote, just as a governor or sheriff is chosen. 
I do not think that either of these changes 
Is a reform. Limited terms, if they are 
long, may bo supported by many consider- 
ations. But short terms, combined with 
popular elections, have not in my opinion 
secured as high a judicial standard as pre- 
vailed before. A judge who must go at 
short intervals before a political conven- 
tion for a nomination and before the poo 
pie for an election cannot have the same 
sense of independence and security that he 
would havo if his term were long or during 
good behavior. Tho judicial office should 
be so organized that men of the best abili- 
ties and attainments would enter it as a 
career and give their lives and their ambi- 
tions wholly to it."

Measuring Temperatures.

In the Chcmiker Zeituiig as having made 
thorough tests of the different methods of 
measuring high temperatures. In making 
these measurements three methods are 
known. In one of these an air thermom- 
eter of refractory material is used; the 
second depends on the change in the resist- 
ance of a platinum wire with change in 
temperature, and tho third is based on the 
employment of a thermocouple of difficult 
fusible metals. 
The air thermometer 


method was valueless until recently, as 
suitable vessels could not bo made. 
But 


now they are produced from some refrac- 
tory chiys and permit of measurements up 
to 3,732 degrees F., the results being viti- 
ated, however, by the effects of capillarity 
in the interior of the vessel. The resist- 
ance method has some great disadvantages. 
At high temperatures tho absolute resist- 
ance is generally found to increase con- 
stantly, but the coefficient of the tempera- 
ture diminishes very irregularly. The third 
or thermopile method has proved the best, 
and tho most favorable circuit consists of 
platinum and an alloy of the latter with 
10 per cent of rhodium.

An estimate of the possible profit to be 


realized in utilizing pine stumps and 
pitchy waste may bo made, according to 
The Lumber World, by assuming that ev- 
ery conl of fat pine will yield 40 bushels 
of the best quality metallic charcoal, 20 
gallons of turpentine, 40 gallons of tar, 40 
gallons of tar oil and 00 gallons of pyrolig- 
ceous acid. By a process of redistillation 
this pyroligncous acid will yield I)^to2 
gallons of alcohol, with from 4 to 8 gal- 
lons of acetic acid, besides a quantity of 
creosote. Calculating these first named 
products at tho lowest usual price, the re- 
turns from a cord will net $15. Young sap- 
wood will yield more than one-half this 
quantity of products. A plant for this pur- 
pose can be built in the shape of retorts, 
each retort of sufficient size for one-half 
cord of wood, at an outside expense of say 
$300. The time required for each charge 
of one-half qprd of wood is eight hours, 
each retort thus handling 1M cords of 
wood in 24 hours, resulting, therefore, in 
some $20 profit per day from a retort cost- 
ing not more than a coke oven.
